Ihen he took 
three handicaps in a row and wound up the year 
with a third to Dolly Spanker and St. V’alentine in the 
Fleet ion Handic*ap at Morris Park. In winning the 
S<nith(dd Handicap he ran the mile and a sixteenth 
in He equalled the Aqueduct track record 

for that distance by running in 1:45^ when he won 
the A«iueduct Handicap. In the Baywood Handicap, 
three days later, he set a new track record for the 
seven-eighths of a mile at 1:26, which was equalled 
in the fall of by New Mown Hay. As a 

four-year-old Israelite won over but last year 

he was not in the money in any of his races. He 
ha<l been nerved in l»oth forelegs and fw that reason 
was barred from starting at Baltimore last fall.

— Through the forma- 
tion of a holding eompau.v, the interests, financial 
and otlun-wise, of the two local racing plants, 
riiurehill Downs and D<uiglas Park, are to be pooled 
for five years dating from March 1, 1007. This 
was brought alxmt largely hy the State Racing Com- 
mission’s stand for limited racing in Kentucky. 

The iilea was lK*rn at the conference of the repre- 
sentatives of thes4* two tracks which was held on 
the morning of the meeting of the State Racing 
Omimission in Lexington. February 16. .\t that 

conference Charles F. Grainger. Matt J. Winn and 
Hamilton Applegate represented the New Ixinisville 
JiK-key ('hih and Judge Henry Bond and C. A. Tilles, 
o" St. Louis, represented the Douglas Park Jocke.v 
Club. Previously there had been a conference l>e- 
tweeii Matt J. Winn and Louis A. Celia on the 

question of a division of the dates here, hut no 

agreement was rea<*hed ami both associations had 
asked the ‘State Racing Commission for thirty days 
ill the spring. 

At this second conference it was fo«nd that they 
were no nearer an understanding than at the Winu- 
Cella ii»€*eting and they were alxiut to leave the 

question to the Slate Racing Commission for settle- 
iiK*nt, when the pooling of interests and the hold- 
ing of a thirty days’ spring meeting at Churchill 
Downs and a tJiirty days’ fall meeting at Douglas 
Park was suggested. It did not take long to reach 
an agreement, subject to the ratification of the 
others interested, and so they went before the State 
Racing Commission, the Douglas Park people with- 
drawing their application for spring dates and sub- 
stituting one for fall dates.

By Uie terms of tin* agreement the spring meet- 
ings are to Ik* hehl at Cburcbiil Downs ami the fall 
meetings at Douglas Park for the next five years. 
The stated valuation of each plant is $:t00,000. 
It. d<x*s not necessarily follow, however, that the 
holding of the new conqiany will Ik* placed at $606.- 
000. It has Ix-en agree<l that the ofticers of the 
5 X>mpany shall be as follows: President, Charles F. 
(Iiaiiiger; vice-president and general inauager. Matt 
J. Winu; secretary, Hamilton Applegate; treasurer, 
John Hachmeister; directors, Charles F. (vTalnger, 
Matt J. Winn, Hamilton Applegate, John Hach- 
niister and Louis A. Celia.

TO HAVE HEARING BEFORE CODES 
COMMITTEES AT ALBANY. 

Big Delegation from New York to Oppose It 
— Agricultural Interests Against the 
Measure — Passage Not Feared. 



New York, February 26. — The S<*nato asd As- 
sembly Committees on Codes will give a hearing to- 
morrow at Albany on the Jerome bill whh-h has for 
its purpose the kmx-king out of the present ra«*etnick 
situation in this state. The hearing is set for 10 
o*el<K-k, but will prolmbly be postpr»ne<i until after- 
iux»n to await the arrival of the New York delega- 
tion, which expected to be two hundred strong. 

.Mr, Jerome will not be present to supimrt the hill, 
as he will be busy with the Thaw case. Dr. E. 15. 
Sanford, general secretary of the reform bureau, will 
be on hand to plead for the passage of the bill. Sev- 
eral si>eakers against the bill are expected among the 
New York delegation. 

There seems to be very little sentiment for the 
measure and the general opinion is that the bill will 
not get out of the committee. The agricultural so- 
cieties throughout the state, which are the bene- 
fii iaries of the tax imposed upon the racing associa- 
ti<*ns, have taken a Ixild stand against the bill, while 
there is no doubt that the work of the Bureau of 
Breeiling in sending thoroughbred sires to various 
parts of the slate will prove an anchor to windward 
fur ra«-ing. There is no public clamor for the pas- 
sage of such a bill now that Jerome took this means 
of sipiaring accounts with August Belmont, T. I). 
Sullivan and other influential racing pe<H»le for re- 
fusing to supiKirt him for governor last fall is w’ell 
kiH-wii.
